Meu on Flre Tmv.r.
The flre tower was run up, and two

firemen mounted almost into the heart
of the heat and flames. At tlmes, by
the light of the flames, they could be
*ocn swaytng back and forth, nearly
at the top of the ladder, and agaln,
when apparently aubdued by the water,
great volurnes of dense black smoke
wouid pour forth and completely en-
gulf them.

So the flames were gradualiy drlven
from the second and thlrd storles, but
on tho fourth floor a stubborn reslst-
ance was encountered, and probably
the damage there was greater than In
any part of the building.
The flre-tower became useless, and

at one tlme caught on fire.
Good Work of Department.

Flghtlng from the tops of the sur-
roundlng bulldlngs was contlnued, and
at 6:10 the flre was pronounced by the
chief to be under control.

All of the englnes, with the excep-
tlpn of two, were called off. but these
played upon the building untll shortly
before S o'clock. The flre was pro¬
nounced to he one of the most stubborn
Been here in recent years, and great
credit ls due the department for hav¬
lng conflned It to the one bulldlng.

BORNEBY AIR CURRENT,

BERLIN, October 13..The second
of tlio three American ballootis
that started In the race for the
Internatlonal trophy on Sunday
from Schmargendorf has met

disaster In the North Sea. The "Salnt
Louls," manned by tt. ll. Arnold, of
North Adams, Mass., and Harry J.
Hewitt. was carrled overland by
trcacherous air currents, and later In
the haze the aeronauts lost thelr boar-
Ings, untll suddenly last night they I
j«aw the guard lights of an unknown
coast.
Thls mcant that they must descend

|or risk the danger of being drlven
far out of the track of vessels. Theychose the former course, and for an
(hour they were buffeted by the waves
almost glving up hope in despair!
Eventually they were rescued by a
llfe-boat, and the flrst intimation that
an accldent had occurred to the "Salnt
Louis" was conveyed ln a wlreless
message from Arnold, saying: "Lost
everything ln the North Sea last
night."
Following ao closely on the dramatlc'

experlence of A. Holland Forbes and
Augustus Post, the navlgators of the
"Cotifiueror," whlch burst at an altl¬
tude of 4,000 feet, soon after the start.
of the race, both men havlng a thrill¬
lng escape from death, the disaster
to the "Salnt Louis". was the subject,of e-xcited interest In Berlin through-1out the day and evenlng.

Arnold Telln Grapllle Story-
The Associated Press to-nlght com-1

municaied with Mr. Arnold at Wilhelfn..
Haven, to whlch place he had been
transported by one of the torpedo-
boats. whlch laat evenlng was sent
out to render asslstance to any of the
bulloonlsts who mlght drlft out over
the water. Mr. Arnold told a graphlc
story of the mlshap. He said:

"All day Monday, wlth the excep-
; tion of the early afternoon, we were
unable to see the earth, and we lowered

.the balloon repeatedly to communt-
cate with the people to ascertaln our
whereahouts. Apparently we could

j not make them understand, but thls
probably was due to our poor German.
Flnally we decided to risk proceeding,
stlll havlng twenty sacks of ballast.
"Moving ln a northwesterly dlrection

In the evenlnpr, we passed a clty. the
lights of whlch were vlsible five mlles
to the west, and we learned later that
It was Bremer Haven, soon after whlch
we noticed llghthouscs and buoys.
which convinced us that we were mov-
fnp above big water, but we had no
Idea where we were.

Itrscued hy Llfe Boat.
"In order to avoid drlftlng out of

the line of shlp trafflc we concluded
to go down to the water, but before
doing so we" put on llfe preservers.
This was a perllous task, for it was
dark, and there was great danger
of being swamped in the basket.
"After pitehlng about ln thB water

for almost an hour and glving up all
hope of rescue. Hewltt, who had
ellmbed Into the rlgging, discovered a
flash light, and soon after saw a llfe
boat approaching us. The boat, how¬
ever, could not reach us, as we were
belng dragged through the waves at
the rate of about fifteen or twenty
mlles an hour. The boatsmen ahouted
to us to Jump overboard, whlch we
did.

"I tried to save the St. Louis Club's
balloon by ripplng lt up, but the rope
was Jerked out of my hands. About
ten mlnutes later I was plcked up by
the boat, whlch ln the meamlme had
saved my Companion. Kev/itt. We
were landed here, too tlred tc progeedto Berlln, whlther we wlll go to-mor¬
row." ,

America II. Landa Safely.
Captain J. C- McCoy, the commander

of th= Amerlcan balloon "America II.,"
whlch landed To-day, reached Berlin
to-night.
"We flew 150 mlles," he said, "and

then we were becalme.d for four hour..
Thf wind shlfted, and we returned in
the dlrection of Berlin. We then trav-
eled northward in a thlctc fog. Sud¬
denly we discovered that wa wero
over water, and decided to descend.
This was accomplished with some dlffl-
ciilty, and we landed ln a treetop near
Wismar, on the shares of the Baltlc."
Three of the balloons in the inter¬

natlonal race are stlll unaccounted for.
They are the German balloon "Burloy,"
the Spanlsh "Castilla" and the Swlss
"Helvetia."
Two of tho competitors ln the en-

durance races havo not beon reported
and lt is hoped that those escaped the
changeable lower currents whlch af-
fected the other competitors and sue
ceedod at hlgher altltudea ln reachlng
Russia.
A report recelved here from Wan-

gerloog Island, In the North S6a, says
that a balloon passed over there, but
that there were no further tldlngs of
lt. Tho flotllla of torpedo-boat de-
stroyers ls searchlng tho North Sea,
where a thlck fog prevalls.
The Engllsh balloon "Banshee," so

far as present estimates go, has cov¬
ered tho longest dlstance ln the race.

Requlred All the Pollce.
All the mounted pollce ir. London

and suburbs had been mOoll'_ed at

this centre. Tho whole poii.e force.
t-.gtt'.ier wlth cavi lry, lnfantr/ and
marlnta, numhtring more than 5,009,
was kept busy ln restralnlng the

pushlng. struggling masses. especlally
about Trafalgar Square, where the
Nel.-on Monument looked down upon
dense crowds ln all dlrections.
The police kept the streets adjoin-

ing the House of Commons clear; else¬
where they endeavored to the best of
their abllity to keep the people mov¬

lng. The crowds cheered, sang songs
and hooted.
A delegatlon of thlrteen suffragettes,

which approached tlie police cordon
and was formally refused admittanco
to Parllament, attempted a football
rush. but the pollce chivalrously re-

pulsed the women wlth the least pos-
sible roughness. Two bodles of the
unemployed, however, whlch approach¬
ed the llne, were driven off, with littlfe
savlng grace, one across Westmlnster
Bridge and the other to St. James'
Park. The pollce were pelted wlth vege-
tables and some stones In a few mlnor
sklrmishes that occurred, but nobody
was serlously hurt. Twenty-four suf¬
fragettes and twelve of the unem¬

ployed were placed under arrest. Many
persons fainted in the crush; a few
were trampled upon and taken to the
hospital?.

Mrs. Pankhurst, Mlss Chrlstabei

Pankhurst and Mrs. Lawrence were

summoned to court for lncitlng a breach
of peace. Thls mornlng they coolly
refused to obey the summons, but
ngreed to surrender themselves at 6
o'clock ln the evenlng, whlch they dld,
spendlng tho night in the Bow Stroet
Statlon.
The suffragettes and unemployed

have kept practlcally the whole pollce
force on duty continuously for forty-
elght hours.

RECORD EARTHQUAKE SHOCK
orif-lnnted Two Thousand Mlles Awn:

Probably in tbe Paclflc.
WASHINGTON, October 13..A sma

earthquake was recorded at both th
Weather Bureau here and the Coas
and Geodetlc Survey magnetlc observ
atory at Cheltenham, early to-day. Th
survey announced that the eartiiquak
apparently orlginatecr 2,000 mlles awa
to the southward and westward, an
the Weather Bureau offlcials suggeste
that it may have been ln the Paclfl
Ocean, off the Mexlcan coast, as lt ap
peared to be rather less than 2,00
miles away.
The aurvey record showed that th

shock began at tweive mlnutes an
forty-six seconds after midday, nn
lasted about two hours, "the seeon
phaso of the tremors" beglnnlng seven
teen mlnutes and forty-eight second
after midday. The Weather Burea
selsmograph first recorded the shoe
at eleven mlnutes and fifty-one see
onds after midday, tlie second prellm
inary tremor beglnnlng a llttle ove
slx mlnutes afterwards, the stroni
motlon developlng at 12:24 o'clock.
